SENATOR H!A<NNA SPEAKS. 
In assuming the gavel

After eulogizing his colleague in the 
senate he insisted that the coming 
contest in Ohio is national in char- 
acter.

Pittsburg, Pa,, June 35.—A pas- 


senger train onx the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie railroad was wrecked yes- 
terday 
afternoon twenty-six 
miles 


northwest of Pittsburg while going 
ait the rate of foflty-live miles an 
hour. Of the 1J35 pftssengeis on the 
train not twenty escaped uninjured. 
In most cases the injuries were slight 
but two of the train crew were in- 
stantly killed, (three passenger were 
fatally injured, some were danger- 
ously hurt, and imore than a score 
will be laid up for daysr and weeks 
from their wounds.
